(The Exhibit Rules are being re-printed to add Rule 12, . 
which was incorporated by Board action in April, 1969: 


The following Exhibit Rules have been established for 
your protection and enjoyment by the Executive Board: 
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Each exhibit shall be judged on its own merit. 


Each exhibit shall be awarded points according to 
its relative merits in each of the five scoring 
categories. 


Any member in good standing shall be allowed to ex- « 
hibit in competition. 


Judges shall not be Exhibitors. 
Exhibits by the Host Club shall be non-competitive. 


Each exhibit must earn points in all scoring cate- 
gories by two of the three judges in order to quali- 
fy for an award. 


Judges shall score each exhibit one time only. 


All exhibits shall be judged at one time; that is, 
during the same inspection by all the Judges. 


No exhibit which has won a first place award may be 
entered on a competitive basis a second time within 
the calendar year. , 


The highest number of points for fully qualified ex- 

hibit shall be adjudged winner of the first place a- * 
ward; the second highest number of points for a fully 
qualified exhibit shall be adjudged the winner of the 
second award, etc. . 


Exhibicors competing for awards must have owned the 

contents of the exhibit for a period of not less than~ 
thirty (30) days prior to the date of the competition, 
This rule shall apply to the numismatic material only, 
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Exhibit Rules - continued 


and not to the background material. 


12. In order to be eligible for the Exhibitor of the 
Year award, and for 2nd and 3rd place awards, it 
will be necessary to exhibit in competition for 
seven (7) months of the year 1969, and the follow- 
ing years, an exhibitor must exhibit in competition 
for nine (9) months of the year. 


POINTS FOR JUDGING EXHIBITS: 


1. Attribution 30 points 
2. Condition of material 10. points 
3. Originality 30 points 
4. Range and scope of material 15 points 
5. Neatness and public appeal 15 points 


The Annual Exhibitor of the Year award shall be given 
to the exhibitor who earns the most number of exhibit 
points using the following scale: 


3 points for each exhibit 

12 points for lst award

The library of the San Diego Numismatic Society, and 
its arch rival, the Library of Congress, have the same 
problem-- they are about to blow their ‘stacks’. 


The Library of Congress, which contains the greatest 
collection of books ever assembled by man is facing its 
worst crisis since 1814. In that year, an invading 
British army burned the U. S. Capitol and destroyed 

the infant library's entire stock. After the fire, 
Congress voted to buy the personal library of Thomas 
Jefferson as a nucleous of a new Congressional Library. 
The 6,400 Jefferson books have been joined by 59,000,000 
other items. Originally the library meant just what it 
said - the Library of Congress, but gradually others 
have been permitted to use its facilities; the Presi- 
dent, his Cabinet and administrative agences, and fin- 
ally, the general public, but members of Congress still 
have first priority. Any high school or college stu- 
dent may use one of the 17 reading rooms, the largest 
of which seats over 220 persons. 


The San Diego Numismatic Society's library doesn't 

have any books piled on the floor, in front of the 
Stacks, or on tables and chairs, or spread out in ware- 
houses all over the country like the Library of Con- 
gress, but it does have some in boxes farmed out to 
S.D.N.S. officers, and when the officers change, these 
boxes shift. 


The card catalog of the Library of Congress spills out 
of its assigned room, into hallways and alcoves, to 
take care of its 60,000,000 cards. The San Diego Numis- 
matic Society library has had to increase its filing 
System by adding a new 4x6xl2 box --we, also, must keep

So, in the second set of bound copies of SDNS Bulletins, 
I came up with the following list of "daffy definitions" | 
pertaining to numismatics, and since I was amused by then 
I'm passing them on to current-day readers;

RARITY - a coin you want to buy...see "common coins"

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PROPAGANDA 


Coins, tokens and medals have been used as a medium 

of distribution in the field of propaganda for many 
centuries. The Greek and Roman civilization were 
great exponents of this medium. Ensuing dynasties 
have retained the practice, even into the modern world 
of today. 


Karl Xavier Goetz, German medalist, is famous for his 
many creations of medallic art in the propaganda of 
German events involving her people, her enemies, her 
glories, her downfall, and the new Republic. His 
medal "Die Torpedierung der Lusitania" (The sinking 

of the Lusitania), with the date 'Mai 5, 1915" depicts 
Death selling tickets to passengers in the office of 
the Cunard Lines. Inscribed at the border "Geschaest 
uber allies" (Business above all), and on the reverse 
a view of the Lusitania sinking, inscribed on the bor- 
der "Kein Bannware'' (No contraband); in exerge Mer 
Grossdampfer Lusitania durch ein Deutsches Tauchboot 
Versenkt" (The mail Steamer "Lusitania" sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine). This medal was designed as a commem~ 
orative and said to have been given to the submarine 
crew as an award for their act. This medal provided 
the British with a fine bit of propaganda...a medallic 


"PROPAGANDA" - continued 


CcOpy was made and replicas cast in iron were housed in 
special boxes containing a text of attribution and ex- , 
planation in these words: "The Lusitania (German) medal | 
..an exact replica of the medal which was designed in © 
Germany and distributed to commemorate the sinking of | 
the Lusitania. This indicates the true feeling of the | 
War Lords endeavors to stimulate, and is proof positive 
that such crimes are not merely regarded favorably, but 
are given every encouragement in the land of Kulture". 


The sinking of the Lusitania by a German submarine oc- 
curred off the coast ot Ireland on May 7, 1915, NOT on 
May 5; when 1,198 men, women and children were drowned 
including 124 citizens of the United States. Although 
the United States did not enter the war until April, | 
1917, the sinking of the Lusitania did much to influence 
the anti-German feeling that later resulted in the entry. 


A later strike of the German medal was made, correcting 
the sinking date from May 5 to 7th, but the damage had 
been done in supplying an enemy with an effective pro- 
paganda weapon. 


That error in the date may have been purely accidental, 
although the medal may have been begun at the time when 
the German warning to intended passengers was publish- 
ed in the American press, and that the date of torpedo- 
ing was to be on May 5th. Be that as it may, this medal 
will long be noted as a case of propaganda that back- 
fired.

ERRORS 


In view of the fact that many coin collectors aré¢ in- 
trigued by the errors to be found on coins and curren- 
cy, perhaps this bit of information concerning the 
1942 over 1 dime error will provide the answer to how 
some of these errors come into bring. 


From the Mint Error Collectors Bulletin, Jan., 1959, 
and headed "News Flash" - 


'" We recently came across a letter addressed to the 
late Mr. H. E. MacIntosh of the Tatham Stamp and Coin 
Company, dated Jan. 18, 1944, from the Director of the 
Mint, Leland Howard, as follows: 


"Receipt is acknowledged of your inquiry enclosing a 
specimen dime struck at the Philadelphia Mint, with a 
shadow of a "one'’ behind the "'two!"’. 


Since it appears that several like specimens have been 
found, it may be assumed that they were made from an 
imperfect die which, under the extreme pressure of war 
work and lack of experienced personnel, escaped detec- 
Eions 


The dime under consideration, with a date of 1942 over 
1941, was not re-punched or re-engraved. In September 
of each year, the engraving of the numeral in the new 
master die for the following year is started. From 
this master die a working "hub'' is drawn. This is re- 
touched if necessary, then hardened. This hub is used 
to fabricate all the working (coinage) dies for that 
year. Therefore, during the months of September, Octo- 
ber, November and December, the Engraving Department 
is working on dies for the current years coinage, and 
at the same time, preparing those for the following 
year. Approximately one thousand dies with a new date 
must be ready by January 1 of each year. During that 
period when utmost vigilance was required to keep the 
dies segregated by respective years, a die may have 
been given one blow with a 1941 hub and then by some 
accident, finished with a 1942 hub. All dies are usu- 
ally inspected by a number of skilled workmen before

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they are delivered. Due to the heavy demand for coins, 
the Engraving Department has necessarily streamlined 
its operations and such an imperfect die apparently 


escaped detection.

THE EAGLE ON OUR COINS. 
H. Wood 


I have always been interested in the eagles on our coinage and await 
eaglely every twenty-five years for a new eagle to come forth, for I know ag 
Sure as fate that it will be an eagle of an entirely different breed. -This 
mint breed of eagles has as many sub-types as have dogs. It is really won- 
derfnl how adaptable our American eagle is. He changes himself to style, 
climate, Congress, the sculptor, and God knows what not. I have made a 
few drawings—just rough sketches—to show the general types of our na- 
tional numismatic eagles and to catch some of the points I wish to bring 
out. 

Our first eagle was a nice young bird just off the nest. with a sort of in- 
quiring look in his face, sort of an eager eagie look; lithe, athletic, clean- 
cut, as you will notice on our first silver dollar (1). In a year or so, how- 
ever, he had begun to feel his oats, becoming quite playful and was begin- 
ning to stretch his wings, which, by the way, remind one of an albatross 
(2). He is able to balance himself on a tight rope or a palm branch, and 
you will note he is trying to imitate a trained seal by balancing a large 
wreath—-the kind that organizations send to the funerals of departed mem- 
bers. This playful bird adorns our early gold. 

But shortly after this our young fledgling, when on the silver coins, began 
to get stuffy and belligerent. He got up in the clouds, for you now see him 
standing on the top of a nice cream puff (3). He has taken on a defiant 
look and has braced himself to meet some attack. Our first eagle had his 
feet demurely together, like a boy at dancing school.

When our dear little eagle was four yedrs old he became an awful sick 
ird; he got his feet wet or something happened to him (4). He is gasp- 
| for breath, as shown by his open mouth and his wings up to afford some 
sort of relief. They have put a great big chest protector on him, and his tail 
gs down in a dejected manner, like a portiere. The unknowing world 
calls him a heraldic eagle, but he looks to me like a tuberculous eagle. 
- He took a long time to recover, and was thirteen years old before they 
could reduce the size of his chest protector and really Jet him out again 
the street. But, oh, how he has changed! His nose has developed a lot 
and he has put on weight. In fact, he has a beak like a whale, while when 
very young he had the head and neck of an eel. His feathers are somewhat 
rumpled, and although he tried to look scrappy his wings were still some- 
what weak. He was doing his best to put on a bold front and protect his 
arrows and olive branch (5). 


However, now and then when he appeared on gold coins, he bucks up, 
‘proud of the fact of being a golden eagle (6). He showed signs of anima- 
tion by flapping his wings, but even then he had a sad look in his eye. Then, 
apparently came a time when his rich relations became ashamed of him. In 
1850 he was sent to a hair dresser, his feathers were carefully combed, and 
an architect or some other well-meaning person camouflaged him behind a 
mass of ornaments and a large shield, so that our poor little eagle can just 
tick his several extremities beyond his ornate obstructions (7). Note how 
nicely his tail has been dressed. He is thus on our first $20 gold pieces, in 
ease you have never seen one. 

4 Our little eagle broke loose in 1856 and flew merrily through space for 
three years. He haa made, some 20 years before, a few practice flights 
nder the tutelage of a man named Gobrecht. We see him here free and 
nfettered and certainly enjoying himself (8). He had hocked or other- 
ise disposed of his chest pad. His feet had grown enormously.

In 1873 something terrible happened. Whether the disgrace of being put 
on a trade dollar and sent to Chint was too much, or whether he caught cold, 
I cannot say, but he is certainly all of a tremble and shivering. His feathers 
are rumpled and he looks as if he had had the pip (9). 

However, he revived a few years later, although he has aged most de- 
cidedly, as will be noted on the Bland silver dollar (10). He evidently took 
on a new lease of life and has the appearance of sporting either angel or 
butterfly wings—a regular papillon among eagles. His tail looks like an 
ostrich-feather fan. 

But, horrors, the worst is yet to come! When in his ninety-ninth year 
he went to a beauty parlor or to an Italian barber and got all dolled-up (11). 
He had his head adorned with a marcel wave, he had his beak pared down, 
and put on a breastplate for good measure. I do not think it was a chest 
pad this time. You will note he has on putties and still keeps my lady’s 
fan for a tail. He certainly looks proud and well pleased with himself. 
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In 1907 when 113 years old, he went to Dr. St. Gaudens for the monkey- 
gland treatment, and you see the result—some transformation, although he 


has lost all the hair on his head (12). Proud! Just look at that chest! 


Look at those Oxford bags he has on! Some bird, I should say. 


So perky did he feel that he took to flying once again after a lapse of 
nearly 50 years. In the meantime he had developed some wing surface, and 
I do not think he is in any danger of crashing with that amount of billowy 


awning over him (13).

So pleased with himself when he landed that for 50 cents you can see him 
strutting around in his balloon pants and high-powered wings fiak it 
costs you $20 to see him in flight. About 12 years ago he reduced his 
flights to a quarter, and really gives a wonderful exhibition of himself (15). 
In fact, although in the air, he has come down to earth and is now a pretty 
presentable business-like bird, although somewhat in the pigeon class. 

Our last picture of him is perched on a lofty crag and, according to the 
label, at Peace. Peace with himself, I suppose. At any rate, you can see 
him thus for $1 posing in retrospective mood, probably conjecturing on his 
next reincarnation.

AFTER ALL IS SAID AND DONE, more is SAID than done! 
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TENT CITY 


A recent article in a San Diego newspaper announced 
the plans for a multi-million dollar building complex 
to be constructed on the Silver Strand just south of 
the Coronado Hotel - on the site of what was once 
"Tent City". To the newcomer who has come to San Diego 
during the past 25 or so years, ''Tent City" will have 
little or no meaning, but to those who lived in San 
Diego before World War II, the mention of Tent City 
conjures up memories of a community occupying about 

a mile of the Silver Strand, just south of the Coro- 
nado Hotel. Tent City was perhaps a sort of Cinder- 
ella to the hotel, both being owned by 'Spreckels', 
with Tent City, to a considerable degree, being fur- 
bished with castoffs from the hotel. Transportation 
to the area was by trolley and ferry (also a part of 
the Spreckels combine) supplemented by railroad from 
the East Bay area. 


At the turn of the century, many people, perhaps due 
to the inability to afford the luxury and cost of a 
Stay at the Hotel del Coronado, and wanting to spend 
some time at the beach, were content to do so ina 
tent. But in those days, what tents they were!!--- 
from a modest 8x10 to a 20x20 family size, each with

a wooden floor, a three-legged 'spider' to hold a wash 
basin and pitcher, a gasoline stove and, if one desir- 
ed, an assortment of crockery and silverware. 


What is now a part of State Route 75 was Main Street, 
intersected by numbered streets. At each corner was 
located a big barrel with a spigot kept filled with 

ice water. In the center of each block was a community 
sink for dishwashing; and a modest bit of cold water for 
laundering, and also another small building containing 
plumbing fixtures. 


The former ferry boat, the 'Silver Gate', whose brief 
career had almost been disastrous, was docked in Glori- 
etta Bay and had been converted into a dance hall with 
a Stage for home talent theatricals. It's upper deck 
was the "city's" lounge and reading room. In the cen- 
ter of Tent City, a two-story building housed the 
office, a grocery store and a few small shops. There 
were also rooms for rent upstairs. There was a bath- 
house and a bandstand, where for years, daily free 

band concerts were provided afternoons and evenings. 


Tent City continued to grow and by 1910, had a board- 
walk and a huge dancing pavilion. Many of the ocean 
front tents had been replaced by cottages, thatched 
with palm leaves, and renting for a modest fee of $40 
per month, with an extra $5 for a cook tent at the 
rear. Cottages began to acquire their own plumbing, 
and although the tents were lighted by a single twist- 
ed cord from the ridgepole terminating in a 16 candle 
power bulb, the cottages were equipped with four such 
fixtures, Gradually the tents acquired thatched roofs, 
typical boardwalk attractions appears, giving the area 
a carnival appearance; a permanent merry-go-round was 
installed, which was later moved to Balboa Park, and 
is still in operation there. Tent City Pavillion was 
a very good ballroom, often used by personnel of Navy 
Ships for dances. Hard liquor was available at one 
place only -- the Royal Inn, and although Tent City 
had its own two-man police force, there was apparent- 
ly no rough element there to disturb the peace and 
tranquility of the residents.

Although the Spreckels interests stated that ''Tent City 
never brought a profit to its creators, it kept going 
until the creation of Mission Beach Amusement Center 
when the Spreckels group exploited that area. Finally 
Tent City was torn down in 1941. No physical trace re- 
mains today of Tent City other than an occasional small 
piece of metal, a token, issued by one of the various 
tradesmen who were a part of the Cinderella community 
of yesteryear.

mA HOBBY" 


Coin collecting is perhaps the oldest of man's hobbies, 
and is probably the most misunderstood of all hobbies. 
It is still rewarding and fascinating, in spite of the 
distortions and difficulties created by speculators, 
hoarders and governmental action in removing silver and 
gold from circulation. 


Today it is more necessary for the collector to investi- 
gate and acquire numismatic knowledge in the various 
fields of collecting so he can sensibly select and con- 
centrate his efforts in a particular area of numismatics 
Otherwise he will become lost in an accumulation of un- 
related material and lost interest in the hobby. 


The collector must learn to accumulate with patience and 
to view his growing collection with the knowledge and 
awareness that it is worth no more than what he can get 
for it. Within these limitations, coin collecting will 
challenge, frustrate and elate the participant and pro- 
vide him with many hours of pleasure and relaxation. 


Many collectors, when asked to attend or join a club, 
state that they don't need a coin club; or that they 
would not like to have people know that they collect 
coins. These collectors, by not belonging to a club, 
are cheating themselves. Fear is robbing them, and 
ruining their complete enjoyment of their hobby. 


There are many reasons for belonging to, and attending 
meetings of a coin club. Basically, the reason must fit 
the needs of the individual; to share a common interest 
with other persons. As with anything, sharing with 
others provides greater enjoyment. If you read a good 
book, attend a sports event, or a good show, you like 

to talk about it. If you take a vacation trip and take 
pictures, you enjoy telling others and to show them the 
pictures. So, basically, we are a friendly people and 
like to share our experiences and knowledge with others. 


The pursuit of any hobby is meaningless unless you can 
share it with others. How better to share than being 
an active member of a coin club, meeting with other

AMERICA 


Money, both coin and currency, figure prominently in 
some fascinating facets of American history. To the 
collector interested in knowing more about the why an 
where and who issued various types of money, this fac 
can enhance the enjoyment of forming a particular col. 
lection, and to increase a knowledge of the history o 
Our government and its growth. 


The lowly cent (penny or copper) offers a logical pla 
to start, for even before the government of the Unite 
States had been formed, the Colonies had been forced 
the use of token pennies as a medium of exchange. The 
issues of token pennies present a panorama of ideas a 
expressions of their times, providing the collector 
with visible evidence of the thought and mood of the 
people of those days. 


With the establishment of our government's system of 

coinage in 1792, the unit was set as a "dollar", con-= 
sisting of one hundred cents, and though 'cent' is th 
proper nomenclature of our smallest denominational co 
the term "penny'' remains in common useage, reminding 

of our British ancestry. 


United States coinage for general circulation did not 
begin until 1793, when the copper half cent and cent 

were issued, bearing the legend "Liberty'’ above a por 
trait of a female head, depicting the ancient Goddess 
of freedom, Liberty, a design feature to be expressed 
in many forms on a variety of coinage over the years. 


Coinage laws have been enacted and repealed since the 
establishment of our system of coinage in 1792, some 

acts creating new denominational coin, other acts alt 
ing in some way the metal content, composition or wei 
of the coin, and other acts repealing certain provisi 
of previous acts or abolishing certain denominations. 


The Act of February 21, 1857, creating the small cent 
a new design, and making the foreign coins unacceptab 
as legal tender, also eliminated the half-cent as an 
longer needed denomination. The Act of April, 1864 

brought into being the two cent bronze coin, and alth 
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it was one of the short-lived issues of our coinage, 
it has the distinction of introducing the motto "In 
God We Trust", reflecting the increased religious 
sentiment of the Civil War period of our history.

An odd. denomination of coin had been authorized by + 


Congress, March 3, 1851 -the silver 3-cent piece, aug-" 
mented in 1865 by the issue of a 3 cent coin in copper — 
nickel. The silver 3-cent coin series was introduced 
to facilitate postal transactions, but due to its small 
size was not popular; the copper nickel 3-cent issue 
was authorized for the purpose of retiring the 3-cent 
fractional currency notes of the Civil War period. Al- © 
though the silver half-dime coin was still being issued, 
another denomination of coinage was added in 1866 --the ~ 
nickel five cent piece - it's purpose to retire the 
fractional currency notes of the denomination of less 
than ten cents. It is interesting to note that when 
the first issue of this nickel five cent coin was put 
into circulation, the design carried no designation as 
to its value other than a "V" enclosed in a wreath; 
consequently, many of these coins were plated with gold 
and passed as five dollar gold coins. 
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The need for retiring fractional currency of the Civil 
Was has long since passed. The copper nickel five cent 
coin has become a standard denomination of our coinage. 
True, there have been many changes in its design, re- . 
flecting the ideas and moods of different periods of Be 
our history such as Liberty, the Indian and Buffalo, 

and the portrait of a President (Jefferson). 


What was perhaps an experiment brought into being the 
oddest denomination of our coinage - the silver twenty 
cent piece, so similar in design and size to the quar- 
ter dollar that it was a source of coniusion creating 
such a fuss with its unpopularity that three years af- | 
ter its introduction in 1875, it was abolished. : 


The celebration marking the 400th anniversary of Colum- 
bus' discovery of America inaugurated what is undoubted- 
ly the most pictorial and historical of U.S. coinage -

Sireable that this issue be resumed. 


Normally a coin's design remains for a period of 25 years 
before a design change is made although there have been 
instances where sentiment has dictated a design change 
before that time. The twenty-five cent coin series, start: 
ing in 1916 with its design featuring the Goddess of Free- 
dom, "Liberty" in full figure, was discontinued in 1930, 

a period of only fourteen years, replaced in 1932 by a 
design featuring the portrait of George Washington. Al- 
though this coin was originally intended to be issued as 

a commemorative piece, it's popularity caused its reten- 
tion as a regular issue of coinage and its design remains 
on the standard quarter dollar coin of todays mintage. 


Although coins apparently do not wear out, a recent sur- 
vey indicates that somehow coins disappear from the main 
Stream of circulation after about 25 years, with no exact 
explanation as to the why or where-to. There are, of 
course, many contributing reasons -- loss through fire 
and flood; conversion to jewelry; dispersion in foreign 
countries, but perhaps the bigyest culprit are the hoard- 
ers who retain coins 'because they are different' than 
those currently in circulation, and coin collections; 

not coin collectors for there is a difference. A coin 
collector becomes a numismatist, and collections of coins 
are usually held by hoarders uninterested in the back- 
ground or the historical significance of coinage,

Good friends of the San Diego Numismatic Society Library 
have been very generous and have given us many fine books. 


Kenneth W. Lee, a long-time member of SDNS, presented us 
with an autographed copy of his excellent book, "Califor- 
nia Gold; Dollars, Half-dollars, Quarter dollars". This 
1970 edition brings up to date Lee's earlier publication 
on the subject with much new material added. One hun- 
dred and one years after the discovery of gold at Sutter's 
Creek, Kenneth Lee published a pamphlet (1949) which gave 
an outline of "California, History and Coinage", which 
was distributed at the A.N.A. convention in San Francisco 
that year, where his collection of fractional gold was 

on display. 


With this 1970 edition, he has been able to clear up the 
matter of the undated fractional issues and definitely 
place them-in the year 1853... The book is: clear, concise 
and well-written. There are no illustrations except for 
the drawing of the Steamer Winfield Scott, heading the 
chapter in which he tells of the significance of the Win- 
field Scott treasure find in the early 1960's. A separate 
price and rarity list has been included. The hard cover 
is in California blue and the gold lettering looks like 
the real stuff -- California gold. What a fascinating 
Subject! I look for a run on this book. 


Ralph and Ruth Mitchell, Western representatives of The 
Franklin Mint, attended the SDNS annual Christmas party 
and donation auction, and to show the fine picture pro- 
duced by The Franklin Mint. At the time of their visit, 
they presented to the library two books - 'Numismatic ‘ 
Issues of The Franklin Mint - 1970 Edition", covering 
years 1965 through 1969. This is the first five year 
compendium of the coins, tokens and medals produced by 
F/M. This book is intended as a collector reference of 
numismatic specimens struck by the Franklin Mint. Every 
token, coin and medal is fully illustrated and explained, - 
and each is listed by category. This is a fascinating 
book and one could spend hours with it. Some of the 
categories are: The International Fraternal Society, 
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"FROM YOUR LIBRARIAN" - continued 


the Catholic Commemorative Society, ''Thomason Medallic 
Bible", History of the United States, States of the Union, 
Special Issues, and Coin of the Realm of various govern- 
ments, plus many others, 


The second volume, "Franklin Mint Issues - Identification 
and Valuations", 1970, First Edition, by Rex Darrow and 
Associates. This book is a reference to the medals, 
tokens, coins and works of art minted by The Franklin 
Mint, and includes facts pertinent to the proper iden- 
tification and a guide to fair market values of Frank- 
lin Mint issues. The two volumes are best used together.

MONEY TALKS’ 


Another book just recently published, and soon to be in 
our Library, if not already there, is the long-awaited 
"MONEY TALKS'', a Numismatic Anthology selected from Cal- 
coin News. Though this book suffered many setbacks be- 
fore finally coming off the presses, it is well worth 
the wait. 


Calcoin News is the quarterly publication of California 
State Numismatic Association; the best of articles from 
this quarterly have been compiled and put between hard 

covers for your reading pleasure and ready research. 


One reason for local interest in this book is based on 
the fact that, during his term as the first secretary 

of C.S.N.A., Lew Panosh decided the newly organized 
state organization needed a publication to draw the mem- 
bers closer, and therefore, became the first Editor of 
this bulletin, which is today recognized as one of the 
best numismatic 'newspapers' in the country. 


In recognition of the initiative taken by Lew Panosh, 
in publishing the first 'newspaper' in June, 1947, re- 
named ''Calcoin News' much later, the No. 1 Edition of 
"Money Talks'' was presented to Anna Merle Panosh at 

the December meeting, by Ralph A. Mitchell, the senior 
living Past President of California State Numismatic 
Association. No. 2 copy of this book will be presented 
to Charles Kappen, who served as Editor from 1949 to 
1962, with a 2 yr. leave of absence for active service 
duty in 1951-53; and the No. 3 copy will become the pro= 
perty of Les Lodge, current Editor, since 1962.

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SHADES OF HIGH SCHOOL LATIN : : 


I have always had difficulty translating the Latin used 
on British and world coins. You, too? Those seemingly 
isolated letters and abbreviated words caused me a lot 
of trouble, but not any more. 


Richard J. Trowbridge, Author, Publisher, Numismatist, 
has come to the aid of all of us with the publication of 
his latest booklet, "Latin Legends on British ‘Coins, 
Translated."' This monogram gives the translation of 
Latin legends and inscriptions on obverse, reverse and 
edge of all British coins from 1558 to 1971. The main 
purpose is to help the beginner and advanced collector 
to identify and understand the meaning of the legends. 
Since Trowbridge has received over 2,000 letters in the 
past few years asking what these letters on the coins 
meant, he has provided a pamphlet that will be a big 
benefit to the collector of world coins. (In school, 
we called this sort of aid to our Latin studies a 
"pony" , ) 


Just recently a very modern use of Latin has come to 
light. This in Fresno, Calif., where the Spring conven- 
tion of California State Numismatic Assn will be held. 
To get the announcements past the secretary's waste bas- 
ket and persuade doctors, dentists and attorneys to at 
least read about a new proposal, the Bank of Agriculture 
of that city used Latin to describe a new service pro- 
viding messengers to pick up bank deposits. It worked, 
with one exception. A dentist, a little weak in Latin, 
stopped around for a translation and then sent his 
answer to the bank in KOREAN, The: Bank is- still: try- 
ing to get the answer translated.

Good bye Silver! 


The founding fathers of the United States decreed the 
medium of exchange to be a unit or dollar, composed of 
371.25 grains of pure silver, or 416 grains of stand- 
ard silver. This decree precipitated the governments 
entry into the silver market for the procurement of 
the precious metal needed for processing and use in 
the coin of the nation, and to later engage in sales 
of the metal. 


Later legislation instituted gold as a replacement of 
Silver in the composition of the unit or dollar, rele- 
gating silver to the status of a token medium of ex- 
change. Recent laws enacted have removed silver from 
token coinage, deeming it unnecessary even in that 
Capacity. 


This legislation eliminated the need for further par- 
ticipation by the Government in the silver market, so 
the final sale of silver bullion, on Nov. 10, 1970, 
marked the end of government activity in that market, 
which had spanned a period of 194 years. 


This abandonment of silver by the Government was ap- 
parently of little interest to the general public and 
received only small notice in the national newspapers. 


This attitude of the people was quite different to the 
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GOOD BYE SILVER (continued) 


reaction of the people and the press in times past, 
when government action or policy affecting the silver 
metal aroused the nation, occupied pages in the news- 
papers, divided political parties, and affected the 
economy. 


During one of these occasions, period of 1896 - 1900, 
there was a great deal of agitation for the return to 
the bi-metal (gold and Silver) system of coinage, with 
Silver being restored to a status of parity with gold 
as a medium of exchange. 


This controversy became so intense that it was the main 
issue of the presidential election campaign of 1896, 
and again in 1900. Both parties split their ranks, due 
to intense personal convictions. 


Various medals and tokens issued during those times are 
today evidence of the intensity of feeling generated by 
the silver controversy, both for and against. These 
medals and tokens can be categorized into two classes: 
Satirical and comparitive...the latter, for the most 
part, being issued by the Eastern silversmiths to il- 
lustrate the comparitive size and ratio of a dollar 
Struck at the then current price of Silver, with what 
it would be like if free coinage laws were enacted. The 
Satirical issues were usually struck in base metal in a 
variety of shapes and sizes, with most deriding Bryan 
and his cause. These pieces are the basis for the so- 
called "Bryan money", so avidly sought by coin collect- 
ors of today. 


Another interesting issue of so-called money of that 
period is the "Lesher Dollars". A newspaper account of 
the issue of Nov. 9, 1900, stated "One individual in 
the Cripple Creek gold and silver mining district feels 
So strongly about having silver coins reinstated as the 
nations medium of exchange that he has made "silver 
dollars" and sold them to to the public." Another news 
account stated: "James Lesher, who recently made and 
issued 100 silver souvenirs, which he called "referen- 
dum dollar" says he has assurance from the District 
Attorney that he has broken no laws, and that he has 
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Good bye Silver! (continued) 


broken no laws, and that he has ordered new dies from 
which he will have 10,000 pieces struck. The coin sil- 
ver will cost $6,500; the making of the 'coin' another 
$1,500. He will sell the ‘coins' at $1.25 each, and 
redeem them at the same price on demand. By minting 
the ‘coin' in an octagonal shape, Mr. Lesher thinks 

he can avoid any entanglement with the Government, 

but apparently he was wrong, for not many days had 
elapsed before Government agents called upon him and 
confiscated the dies, which he has not seen since.” 
Mr. Lesher, a former miner, was about 65 years old and 
a resident of Cripple Creek when he first minted his 
eight-sided "silver dollars". They could be rejected 
or accepted by the public, with Mr. Lesher guarantee- 
ing to redeem them with $1.25 U.S. coin. 


Merchants who accepted them had their names stamped 
onto the pieces, with a space on the coin for a nun- 
ber. They were numbered with a hand-punch, each 
character by a separate punch and not always uniform. 


These 'coins' were dispersed over a wide area of Colo- 
rado. Individuals and concerns handling them include 
Sam Cohn, of Victor; L. W. Slusher of Cripple Creek; 
Boyd Park of Denver; C. W. Thomas of Florence; and 

D. W. Klein of Pueblo. 


The number of 'coins' redeemed from this dispersal 
is unknown, but it can be assumed that only a few 
were ever presented for redemption for many of those 
who dispersed them stated "only several turned up 
for redemption”, 


Be that as it may, it is a fact that there remains 
today many of these 'coins' and other issues to re- 
mind us that interest in the actions of our lawmakers, 
affecting the nations medium of exchange, or its 
metallic composition, was evident and intense in 

Some periods of the nations existence.

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ART IN COIN MONEY 


Looking back to the beginning of coin money, starting 
with the need to identify small amounts of metal, the 
first coins were made about 675 B.C. They were just 
thick drops of metal with punch marks. The mark was 
an animal representing the city or ruler guaranteeing 
the metal and weight. Thus, the coin artist was born 


and from the start it was an art with quality workman- 
ship. 


This form of art is possibly the most difficult form 
of them all. With currency and stamps, you have a 
definite horizontal line to set things on and the ad- 
vantage of shading. With medallions, you may use any 
Size, and metal you want without the need to balance 
and stack them. Until recently, the Artist-Engraver 
had to work in reverse with everything below the sur- 
face, in a very small area. In most cases, he had to 
work with the metal and size of the denomination in 
circulation. 


The engravers mastered depth with the first coins. 
About 480 B.C., the city of Syracuse Sicily depicted 
a horse with the outside legs closer to the surface 
than the inside legs. In 413 B.C. Kimon of Syracuse 
achieved the ultimate with four beautiful horses 
pulling a chariot at a fast gallop. 


"ART IN COIN MONEY" -continued 


About 325 B.C., In Alexandria Egypt, Ptolemy I had his 
likeness put on his coins. Other rulers followed suit 
bringing full artistic expression to an end. 


Our coins of beauty go back, not to Greece, but to 

the Renaissance. In 1462 in Bologna, Italy, Frances- 
co Francia used a set of punches to give dimension to 
the engraving and machinery to mint coins. The tech- 
nique was mastered in 1625 in London England, by Nicho- 
las Bariot of France, when he engraved Charles I on a 
moving horse. His technique is still used today.

GRIPES Of a. Numismatist. tone... 


(A.Ben Coon, CSNA Mbr 839, wrote a series of 'gripes' 
which was printed in August 1968 issue of San Bernar- 
dino County Coin Club Bulletin. I have extracted a 
few of these gripes for re-reading here...how many 
are you guilty of?  =—=— .eeee. .Editor) 


Gripe No. 1 ...Coin groups that cannot afford courtesy 
to a novice with a "good"! 1916-D Mercury dime doesn't 
even warrant a word of praise or encouragement. If a 
club can't give recognition and a word of encouragement 
to people assembling a neat collection of coins, even 
though not complete, a great damage can be done to the 
future of numismatics. 


Gripe No. 3....The collector who has everything, as a 
collector, but little or no compassion. Years ago, 
collections were studied in libraries after dinner by 

a very small group. Today coin clubs are huge and in 
pace with the space age as far as time in concerned. A 
collector finds a coin and brings it to a club to learn 
about it and identify it. But the individual who gripes 
collectors the worst is the fellow who looks at it and 
says; "Yeah, I have a roll of them uncirculated", or 
"Very common, must have three or four of them in my 

junk box." Chances are five to one the individual does 
not even recognize the coin. Remember, all collectors 
like a word of praise and compliments cost so little, 
Praise the coin, help grade it, be sincere. Get to know 
your fellow collectors regardless if they are ‘pros! or 
'novices'. You will make a lot of friends and enjoy the 
hobby more. 


Gripe No. 7....Ridicule of a person who asks a sincere 
question during the program. Remember, not everyone is 
gifted with great knowledge and the ability of expressio 
So use some old fashioned courtesy.

TEMPLETON REID 


In 1830, when the first extensive production of Georgia 
gold commenced, Mr. Templeton Reid established a mint 

in Gainesville, Ga., the center of the mining district, 
to coin three denominations of gold coins....the ten, 
five and two-and-a-half dolla pieces. These coins have 
upon one side the name of "Templeton Reid, Assayer", 

and the denomination. The ten dollar piece has upon the 
reverse merely the inscription "Georgia Gold"; surround- 
ed with a circle of stars, and is not dated. The other 
pieces have the date on the reverse, and in the case of 
the five dollar piece, the denomination also. Assayed 
at the U. S. Mint, the ten dollar piece was found to be 
942 thousand fine, weighing 248 grains, intrinsic value 
$10.66. The two-and-a-half dollar piece assayed 932 
thousands fine and weighed 60.5 grains, with a value of 
$2.43. Apparently the five dollar piece was never assay~- 
ed by the U. S. Mint at Philadelphia. 


This private mint at Gainesville pre-dated the U. S. 
Mint at Dahlanega, Ga., and was in operation from 1830 
through 1834. It has been estimated that Mr. Reid, in 
these four years of operation, struck at least $600,000 
worth of coin, netting him profits exceeding $50,000... 
a tidy sum even today. 


This private issue of gold coinage circulated freely 

and was accepted as money, although there was consider- 
able discussion as to its legality. One newspaper of 
that time noted, "So far as individuals having the right 
of coining money, that right is not even possessed by 
the States". But as far as is known, Mr. Templeton Reid 
was never prosecuted for his violation of the law, and 
apparently he coined gold with the full knowledge of the 
Government as to what he was doing. 


In 1834, Templeton Reid closed the Gainesville Mint and 
disappeared from public scene until 1849 when he appear- 
ed in San Francisco, Calif., and opened a mint for the 
purpose of coining California gold. This operation con- 
sisted of striking a 25-dollar and a 10-dollar issue, 
similar in design to his Georgia coinage.

NTempleton Reid"....++++: 


The Templeton Reid California gold 10-dollar piece in 
the Coin Collection Cabinet of the United States has on 
the reverse, ''Templeton Reid, Assayer" and the date, 
"7849"' and on the reverse, "California Gold Ten Dollars". 
This piece weighs 260 grains and appears to be composed 
of California gold without artificial alloy, estimated 
true value about $9.75. Little is known of the Temple- 
ton Reid California 25-dollar issue as the only known 
specimen was stolen from the United States Coin Collec- 
tion Cabinet prior to 1858. 


The ultimate fate of Templeton Reid is unknown, for in 
1850, he again disappeared from public sight, and did 
not reappear. 


But, he along with "Bechtler" of No. Carolina, attained 
the distinction of producing and issuing the first *pri- 
vate gold coins struck in the United States. 


It might be proper to note that the U. S. Mint at Dah- 
lonega, Ga., in operation from 1838 to 1861, had its 
last good year in 1854 when some $280,000 in gold bul- 
lion was received for coining. Oddly enough, the bulk 
of this bullion was not Georgia gold, but of this sun, 
approximately 75% came from the miners who had been to 
California and brought their dust and nuggets back home 
to Georgia to be coined. (In 1853, the percentage of 
California gold received had been 80%) . 


The establishing of the United States Mint at San Fran- 
cisco put a severe crimp in this source of bullion for 
the Dahlonega Mint as most miners obviously felt coin 
was easier to transport than the bullion. The amount of 
California gold brought to the Dahlonega Mint fell from 
$200,000 in 1854 to less than $20,000 for all the years 
1857 through 1861.

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POT POURRI 


The motto, "In God We Trust", inspired no doubt by 
the deep feeling generated by the Civil War, had 
been appearing on some United States coins for more 
then 90 years before Congressman C. E. Bennett, of 
Florida, introduced a bill in 1955 requiring that 
all future issues of United States money, coin or 
paper, bear the motto. This was enacted by Con- 
gress and President Eisenhower signed it into law. 


There have been many suggestions and requests to the 
Government regarding the issue of U.S. money. Res-~- 
ponsive to repeated requests for commemorative coin, 
the Government has issued a 25 cent piece, a dollar, 
and various half-dollar coins in silver and in gold; 
a number of one dollar, several two and a half dol- 
lar, and two fifty-dollar coins. A deaf ear has been 
turned to the many requests for the return of a half- 
cent issue, which was abolished in 1857. There are 
many claims for its revival as a necessary denomina- 
tion in this age of fractional prices and taxes. One 
lady wrote protesting the payment of 13 cents for an 
item marked two for a quarter. (One of the candidates 
for A.N.A. Board of Governors this year has had such 
a 2 1/2 cent piece struck, and is sending it out with 
his campaign literature!) 


POT POURRI (continued) 


Another suggestion is the one concerning the color 
"green'"' for our currency. Not only have mos t people 
tired of the green on all bills and desire a change, 
but one woman wrote; "An orange ten dollar Bills or 

a purple five - maybe a pink two, or some such color 
arrangement would save a lot of headaches for both the 
housewife and the storekeeper." A travelling salesman 
States that in his haste to catch planes and trains, 
he frequently gave a "happy" porter a five, or a ten 
spot for a one. He pleaded for differently colored 
bills so he could tell the difference at a glance. 

One suggestion received by the Government was to 
print money on one side only, and sell the other 

side for advertising...as a means to balance the bud- 
get. (it could work...) 


In the early days, a New Orleans bank issued a cer- 
tain type of ten dollar note. Since the city had a 
large French-speaking population, one side of the bill 
was printed in French, and the other side in English. 
The Frenchword "dix", meaning "ten", appeared on the 
French side. Soon Americans began calling the notes 
"dixies'", In time, Louisiana became known as Dixie- 
land, and still later, .the term was applied to the 
entire south,

Many members of the coin collecting fraternity look 
with disdain upon their fellow collectors who evince 
great interest in acquiring so-called "mint errors". 
Perhaps a few words from one who, until seven or eight 
years ago, actively pursued the acquisition of blanks, 
brockages or incusements, clips, combinations, defect- 
ive die varieties, defective planchets, multiple strikes 
off centers, off metals, oversizes, thicks, thins and 
wrong planchets in coinage will help these people to 
understand the why of collecting errors. 
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This penchant for the bizarre in coinage was not unusual 
nor unnatural, for collectors interested in formulating 
complete year date sets of denominations of coins dis- 
covered many years ago that due to many factors, coins 
Struck from the same dies would often differ in appear- 
ance, creating varieties of the same coin. 


Hand engraving of production dies created varieties of 
the same coin, muling or marriage of different dies 
created still more. And human error, or negligence in 
production added to the affluence. There is almost no 
end to the varieties of blobs, dots, cracks, fills, etc 
which can be on any given years output of coinage, due 
to the vast number of working dies required, 


sft. 


Most collectors are familiar with the so-called doubled 
die variety of the 1955 Lincoln cent; with the 1922 no 
"D' Cent and the 1909 VDB cent. Of these varieties 
Occurring in the same date, the 1955 and the 1922 have 
been publicized as mint errors and accepted by all col- 
lectors as a part of a Lincoln Cent collection. 


But there are still others which qualify as errors 
which properly belong and should be accepted. Nuvutably 
among these would be the 1924 S and 1925 § Cents, com- 
monly termed the 1924S Goitre and the 1925 S-Bar. The 
rarity of these two mint errors are far greater than 
the 1909S-VDB or the 1914-pD cents. 


For a number of years, each error was considered as 
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TOLERANCE -- (continued) 


having occurred in separate events, and no thought 
of them being the result of one accident or error. 
If these separate coins are studied, it is apparent 
that the pear-shaped bar on center of Lincolns neck 
on the 1924S is a mirror image of the incuse bar be- 
tween 'E' and 'N' with a dot for the bar of 'E' on 
the 1925S cent. Therefore, these deformities on 
both dies occurred at the same time. 


How was this possible? Simple to explain--in 1924 
at the San Francisco mint, a die setter, either in 
setting or adjusting dies in the coining press, plac- 
ed either a locating pin or allen set screw on the 
lower die, which was in place in the press. After 
setting or adjusting, he forgot to remove the pin or 
screw and brought the dies together. Result -- two 
ruined dies. Hastily examining the upper die, he 
concluded that it was not injured but noting that 
the lower die was damaged, he (not wanting to be 
chastised for his carelessness) removed the lower 
die and placed it with the other new reverse dies 

in the recess of the die vault where it remained un- 
til 1925 when another workman, thinking he was in- 
stalling a new and perfect die, placed it ina coin 
press. Before this defective die was discovered in 
operation, a number of coins had been struck. Be- 
cause two sets of dies are used in a press, half of 
the coins struck were of the defective die. To re- 
move these defective pieces for the melting pot en- 
tailed too much time and work, so they were permit- 
ted to enter circulation. I know of no other coins 
in the entire series of U.S. coinage that have the 
distinction of being an error produced in two sepa~ 
rate years, from a single workman's slip. 


To further enlighten those collectors who shun the 
error collectors views, perhaps a description of the 
terms used at the start of this article would be help- 
TUL: 


Blanks: discs punched from roll stock, which either 
before or after rim roll or milling, get into clit 
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TOLERANCE (continued) 


culation. First process -- flat rim; second process- 
milled or rolled rim. 


Brockage or Incusements: coins resulting from failure 
of the striking press to eject previous coin. Sim- 
ply stated, two planchets in press at the same time 
of striking. 


Clips: coins resulting from the punching machine cut- 
ting into an already punched out adjacent hole, or 
into the last part of the rolled stock. 


Combinations: coins resulting from a combination of 
any two or more errors, 


Defective Die Varieties; coins minted from worn or 
defective dies, including clogged, dirty lettering, 
numerals or devices, 


Defective planchets: coins resulting from improperly 
annealed metal or from blistered or bubbled stock. 


Multiple Strikes: coins resulting from improper ejec- 
tion from the press, after first striking and being 
Struck again, 


Off Centers; coins struck out of proper alignment 
with the dies, either above or below the collar of 
the striking press. 


Off Metals: coins resulting from a planchet of metal 
different than the type of metal authorized for 
the issue, 


Over size; coins resulting from excessive striking 
pressure, causing collar to expand, permitting the 
planchet to expand. 


Thicks: coins from improper planchet stock; over 
thickness in size, 


Thins: coins from improper planchet stock, or from 
Split planchets entering the coining press. 
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TOLERANCE (continued) 


Under-size: Coins from planchets smaller than those 
authorized. 


Wrong planchets: coins struck on planchets other 
than those planchets designated as official by 
the issuing authority. 


Check these unofficial definitions against the coins 
listed in the various coin catalogs compiled and issued 
over the years, and you will find that most of these 
errors are listed as varieties of a coin issue...from 
half cents through the dollar in United States coinage, 
So....be more tolerant of collecting specialists -- 
they may be doing the right thing.

Aside from the financial rewards that can be gained from 
the hobby of coin collecting, or the pride in ownership 
of choice items, are you as a coin collector really aware 
of the great treasures of knowledge and pleasure to be 
found in having the pages of history opened for your enjoy 
ment? I suggest you ask yourself these questions... just 
what do I know about the origin of money? who are some of 
the people, famous in history, whose only likenesses are 
known by their portraits on coins or medals? and just how 
much do I really know of those small nations or the great 
empires that no-longer exist but did leave behind their 
history engraved on coinage or medallic art? And the al- 
most endless parade of characters engraved on coins and 
medals, crude symbols and regal portraits, that have play: 
ed important parts in the formation of today's civilized 
worlds -- what do I know of these? 


Oh yes, you may be familiar with a few of the answers but 
have you ever really looked at the coins in your collect- 
ion to see the questions and answers they have for you? 
Yes, any coin, token or medal, regardless of its intrin- 
Sic value, has its questions and in the answers to those 
questions you will find the richness of increased know- 
ledge and the entertainment of stories in romance and ad- 
venture that in truth are often stranger than fiction. 


Some coins and their questions we soon become familiar 
with, such as the case of the Maria Theresa Thaler - why 
was I issued with the same date and unchanged in appear- 
ance for over 150 years? and what of this woman whose 
portrait I bear? Why is my Coat of Arms different? The 
answers have revealed many stories of the countries and 
people who used this trade coin and of Austria and the 
woman who ruled for so many years. 


Let us look at a coin from the smallest nation in the 
world to hear some of its questions and perhaps find the 
answers. The 50 franc piece of Monaco dated 1950 has on 
the obverse a portrait of Ranier III, Prince of Monaco. 
As we look at the portrait of this Prince, he seems to 
ask: "Do you remember?" and we do, for who can forget 
the romance of the Prince and the glamorous movie star 
Grace Kelly, who accomplished what every girl dreams of 
----marrying Prince Charming and being carried away to 
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help him rule his land. Monaco, what of this tiny country 
that is perhaps better known for "Monte Carlo" than any 
other single thing. The term "Monaco" is derived from 
'Monoikos', Greek for a single house, as a monk's soli- 
tary cell. It is believed that a Monastery once stood 
on the rock where Monte Carlo, the worldly center of the 
tiny nation, now stands, The charging armored knight on 
the coins reverse tells us that here is the personal syn- 
bol of the Grimaldi family and the Latin inscription 'Deo 
Juvante' refers to Hercules, the legendary founder of 
Monaco. The shield and the horse's covering show the 
checkerboard design of Arms, given to Monaco by the Kings 
of France in the 17th Century. 


Why not 'look' at the many coins of our Nation? Surely 
you aware of the introduction of the two cent piece in 
1864, bearing the motto, "In God We Trust". Does it not 
ask, "Why should our coin bear this statement?" Would 
the answer be found in the religious sentiment of the 
people engaged in a bloody civil war that was threaten- 
ing their future existence? 


Or we can even go back further in our history - even be- 
fore we were a nation. The coins and token issues of 

the Colonies - what questions are there for us to ponder? 
The Pine Tree shilling - every issue dated 1652, though 
Struck each year until 1682? Why? Massachusetts at that 
time was a colony of Great Britain and a century away 
from the American Revolution. Investigate this question 
and you will be amazed at the intrigue and attitude of a 
Mother Country whose treatment of its American colonies 


was one of enmity more than acceptance of the settlers 


as loyal subjects. 


These questions could go on and on - through all the 
coinage and tokens of our nation but I do not want to 
curtail the pleasure you can experience if you will 'see' 
in your coins the many questions that are there. So if 


you have not really looked at your coins, now is the 


time to try, so that you too can receive the added rewards 


of being a numismatist and jot just a collector of coins.

Stuart Edgerton: "The Story of 
the Dollar" 
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To a coin collector, the word "token" is as broad in 
scope and meaning as coin or money, but token is gen- 
erally understood numismatically to mean a device ema- 
nating from unofficial sources, to serve the purpose 
of a medium of exchange. However, in a broader sense, 
token covers many devices never intended to serve as a 
medium of exchange. 


Categorically tokens can be divided into four general 
or broad classes; 


Supplemental or unofficial coinage 
Convenience 

Advertising 

Commemorative 


Supplemental tokens are usually issued in times of a 
general money shortage, primarily by private individuals 
as a supplement to the government issue, although there 
have been United States token issues such as the "Alaska 
Bingles'". The hard times and the Civil War tokens are 
also good examples ot supplemental tokens. 


Convenience tokens are generally those tokens issued to 
better control who handles money, to provide a price re- 
duction for quantity purchases, to be able to change

fractional prices or for convenience on odd pricing, and 
to limit the clientele for one reason or another. In the 
category of convenience tokens are transportation tokens 
issued by various plank roads, bridges, railroads, cable 
car lines, omnibus lines, turnpikes, ferries, horse car 
lines, inclined railways, electric railways, parking lots. 
miniature railroads and amusement park merry-go-rounds... 
sales tax tokens, gambling or gaming counters, fraternal 
or religious tokens such as chapter pennies and communion 
tokens, Possibly the broadest area encompassed by the 
convenience type token would be found in the so-called 
"merchants tokens", government or private issues, as a 
means of credit,to assure sufficient small change, to 
provide a discount, for gift purposes, as a means to dis- 
tribute aid or assistance by government or private chari- 
ties, to regulate trade and commerce, to limit customers 
to certain groups, to buy or sell at fractional prices, 
to force customers to deal at a particular place, and to 
aid a barter economy. 


Advertising tokens are issued to announce, promote and 
advertise products, services or events. Many of these 
tokens are redeemable for a free sample, or for a dis- 
count on the product or service price. Many of the 'wood- 
en nickels" issued fall into this classification, as well 
as many of the souvenir pieces issued from various fairs 
and celebrations. 


Commemorative tokens are perhaps the most difficult to 
classify for they are usually issued as a souvenir for an 
anniversary, a holiday, a festival, a commemoration or 

as an introduction. These tokens, like many of the ad- 
vertising issues, could well be assigned to all four 
categories for they often combine some of the features 

of each category. Some issues resemble in size and in 
metal the coinage in use at the time, and have even em- 
ployed simulated designs of the official issues of coin. 


Just as coins present a varied assortment of collecting 

areas to interest and to intrigue the collector, tokens 

do the same, with perhaps the added inducement of being 

able to construct a collection that represents a part of 
our nations little known ''common mans coinage".

of presiding over this large body which could have become 
argumentative with their pros and cons had Ben not done

There were many worthwhile suggestions and ideas tossed 
around which no doubt will be taken back to the various 
clubs and implemented in some manner or another. 


Some of the topics brought up involved gaining members 
and retaining the old ones (with the general consensus 
here being that if you lose them, you don't get them 
back, so keep them!); training new members for a place 
in the official line-up; how to supplement your income 
over and above dues receipts; recruiting and maintain- 
ing Junior members; frequency of Board meetings and who 
should attend; communication between area clubs; publi-

A portion of this issue may resemble a "trip report" and 
perhaps an "I" or a "we'' will find its way into print, 

but it is intended to recount a little of the recent ANA 
convention in Washington D.C. for those who were unable to 
travel across the nation to participate in the activities. 


As the numismatic publications have Stated, attendance 
broke all records -- totalling 10,571. (San Diego boast- 
ed 6,200 in 1968 which, 3 years ago, was excellent!) 


New ANA officers have also been announced elsewhere so 

no repetition will be made on this - only regret we did 
not get a Californian on the Board to join Past President 
Herb Bergen. The new board immediately changed the By- 
Laws to include the immediate past president as a Board 
member, 


Many more events and activities were available than one 
could possibly expect to attend but in my Opinion, most 
outstanding was the tour offered by the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing. There ARE regularly scheduled tours 
for the 'turista' but in the case of the ANA convention 
guests, it was a completely different and special tour. 


The groups of visitors were divided in 8 persons, with 
each group guided by either a Superintendent or an Ass't 
Superintendent (one later group was honored to have Jim 
Conlon, Director of BEP, as their guide). These tours 
were conducted down on the floor where one could even 


‘handle the merchandise’, providing the ink was dry. Each 


visitor was given a specially prepared package containing 
information about the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 

a detailed description of the tour in progress and an en- 
graving of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing building. 


The particular tour we experienced took us through the 
back and face printing operation, then over-printing where 
serial numbers and seals are added; on to sheet examining 
area where those notes with errors are red-pencilled for 
replacement after cutting into individual bills. 


In one area, they were cutting 16-note sheets into indi-

vidual bills ($50 bills in this instance), removing the 
ones with errors and replacing with Star Notes, verify- 
ing the count to be 100 to a package, and then packaging 
40 of these packs to a bundle. Our guide took one of 
these bundles from the packager, handed it to me, com- 
menting as to the weight being 7 to 8 pounds. Can you 
imagine....$200,000 right there in my hands, and no way 
out! 


The stamp area was another very interesting process, es- 
pecially their 9-color press which to date has only been 
called upon to run 6 colors in one operation. (Had we 
not seen another thing during the 5 days, this BEP tour 
was well worth the trip.) 


Franklin Mint previewed their new film, "Of Art and 
Minting" on Monday night, with further showings during 
the remainder of the week. SDNS has scheduled this film 
for the December meeting, through F/M West Coast repre- 
sentative Ralph Mitchell (SDNS Mbr. 158). 


No special attention was given to ANA visitors in re- 

gard to the Smithsonian Institution tour and due to a 

time element, only the Numismatic Division was visited 
here. Needless to say, it was the Lilly Gold display 

which was drawing all the attention. All 6,125 pieces 
in the collection MAY have been on display - the exhi- 
bit was dazzling to say the least. 


Token and Medal Society Board meeting, membership meet- 
ing and Luncheon precluded my attendance to the Ladies 
Luncheon but it was reported to be a delightful trip.

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BARTER 


From the time that the first settlers of the American 
Colonies landed upon this continent, they were treated 
by their home government more as enemies and exiles 
than as loyal subjects. No coinage for circulation in 
the Colonies was provided for, and the right of coinage 
was denied, even treated as a treasonable usurption of 
the royal prerogative. 


This policy of the Crown forced the Colonist into the use 
of medium of exchange as multifarious in its character 
as that employed in ancient times when man was too bar- 
barious to employ a more refined mode of conducting 
trade. Produce of the soil, stock from the pastures, 
skins or pelts from animals were all used as a media of 
exchange, and in certain Colonies were given legal ten- 
der status by decrees of Colonial Court or Assembly. 
Wampum, which served the Indians in nearly all their 
business transactions, was early recognized by the Col- 
onist as an excellent addition to the list of objects 
such as musket balls and nails serving as legal tender. 


Unable to attain commercial prosperity unless an accept- 
able metallic currency was available to serve as an ex- 
change medium, the Colonies continued their pleas for 
the right of coinage, but the Crown persisted in its re- 
fusal, to either grant the right, or to issue a series 
of Colonial coinage. In fact, doing all in its power 

to impede any Colonial commercial prosperity. 


The fall of Charles I and the establishment of the Com- 
monwealth with Cromwell as its head prompted the Colonial 
Assembly of Massachusetts in 1652 to establish a mint in 
Boston and to issue a silver coinage of shillings, six 
and three pence pieces, Repeated attempts of the Crown 
to stop this mintage resulted in the retention of the 
date 1652 on the coins although struck continuously un- 
til 1683, before the project was suppressed by the 

Crown, 


Although Lord Baltimore, Lord Proprietor of Maryland, 
proposed a silver coinage for Maryland, and the issue was 
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BARTER - continued 


acceptable to the Maryland Council, in 1659, few coins 
arrived in America from England, for the project was 
quickly suppressed by the Crown. 


For a period of more than a hundred years, other than a 
few issues of tokens, the Massachusetts coinage, and the 
small amount of foreign coin circulating in the Colonies, 
the Colonist was forced to barter and retain the system 
of using a multitude of objects as a means of exchange. 


The Confederation of the Colonies, achievement of inde- 
pendence, adoption of a Constitution and the establish- 
ment of the U. S. Mint did much to ease the Situation, 
but the commercial growth and extension of the frontiers 
of the country were so great that the amount ofsofli cial 
coinage was insufficient to meet the needs of trade, con- 
sequently in many areas of the country, the barter sys- 
tem, with its many objects of exchange, would be contin- 
ued for another century or more. 


Within this period of American history are many fields 
of collector interest. Apart from coinage are series of 
tokens relevant to every phase of American life, repre- 
sentative of political, industrial, business, religious, 
and cultural times - each area presenting to the collec- 
tor an intriguing and interesting world of yesterday, 
when man's ingenuity in conducting commercial trade 
forced a reversal to the token media of exchange of the 
barter system.

In five years we will be well into the year 1976, 
celebrating our 200th Anniversary.

With the first two statements as examples, we have the 
heading for almost every Act providing for a commemora- 
tive, even gold. The third statement, usually appearing 
towards the end of the Act, relieves the United States 
government of any expense. Organizations requesting the 
commemoratives were expected to bear the monetary burden, 


There were many coins authorized to commemorate places 
founded, acts committed and historical events over 300 
years or more. Now in 1971, 30,35, 40 or more years can 
now be added to each one, really advancing their age. An 
interesting device appearing on many 300 year commemora- 
tives is a ship. For the collector of coins with ships 
depicted on them, these are a must. Through these com- 
memoratives we learn about the different peoples who 
settled this country - Swedes, French and Belgian Hugue- 
nots and Walloons under the Dutch West Indies Company, 
etc: 


To the list of Tercentenary commemoratives, I have added 
two - the first because the commemoration was for a town 
named for a famous man instead of for the man himself anc 
his accomplishment - Hendrick Hudson, whose exploration 
of the Hudson River took place in 1609. The 300th anni- 
versary of the 'discovery' and exploration of the Hudson > 
River was celebrated in New York City in 1909. The secon 
is because by 1971 the celebration of the founding of thé 
City of New Rochelle is very close to 300 years, and it 
really belongs to these very early days. 


The coin which commemorates the earliest date in explora- 
tion and accomplishment is not of the East coast, but of 
the Southwest and Gulf states - the Old Spanish Trail 
which celebrated the 400th anniversary in 1935.
